Lefſed are all thoſe whoſe minds are taid upon the Lord, for 

they ſhall be kept in perfe& peace ; ſo where the minde is 

{taid upon the Lord, there 1s a.perfect peace, for it is a 

whole peace Which cannot be broken : So. here is not orly 
a perfelt peace, but a Bleſſing; a perfeCt peace Which cones from | 
the God of all peace, (that bruiſeth the Serpents head under your 
feet, the troubler) and the bleſſings which come from the bleſ- 
ſed God. So all impetfe&t peace:may be broken, that is, when 
' the mind is ſtaid upon any creature, or in any creature, and not 
upon the Creator.) or in any outivard things, Goods, Houſes, 
Lands, or Inventions of the Vanities, in the fooliſh vain Faſhi- 
ons, Which the Luſt of the eye and the Piide of life go into, which 
will defile,, it and corrupt it, When any of theſe things fail, 
and are. not according. to your mind, it being in them, then your 
peace is broken, and you are croſs and brickle, and envy gets up ; 
ſo this is not a perfect peace, but 1s a broken peace, and then you 
«C1 ASS . have 


have the trouble and not the bleſſing ; and the reaſon is, becauſe 


not ſtaid upon theCreator where the perfect peace is, and the bleſ- 
ſing, where nothing can get betwixt you and the Lord, And this 
lis belowFob, to have the mind in the creatures and viſible things, 
A for when you are tryed, and creatures fail you, you are croſt and 
4 troubled, that ſhews an imperfeR ſtate ; for God ſaid, That Fob was 
4 perfeft man - and when that the Lord ſuffered him to be tried,and 
when that his Goods and Houſes ivere thrown down, and driven 

' away, and Servants killed, he ſaid, Bleſſed be the Name of the Lord ! 
for the Lord gave, aud the Lord taketh ; here his mind was ſayed 
upon the Lord,and he retained his peace. And when that his Chil- 
dren were deſtroyed, and his Wife ſaid to him, What, doſt thou con- 
tine in thy Integrity ſtill ? Curſe God aud dye; he rebukes her, and 
calls her, « fool:ſh Woman : and (aid unto her, Shall I receive good of 
the Lord, and not eml ? Naked came I ont of my mothers womb, and 
naked I muſt return again, Here Fob kept his Integrity Rill, and did 
not all this while offend with his lips. Now many of you who think 
your ſelves high, and above Fob, if that your Goods and Children 
ſhould be after the ſame maner taken away(whoſe mind is in them) 
you would be found in a troubled brickle Rate, far below Fob. And 
when that Jobs friends came to reaſon with him,who kept his inte- 
ority, & would no way yeeld to them, they called him an hypocrite, 
and ſaid, he denied prayer, and filled his belly with Eaf-wizd, and 
ſaid, What, ſhall mortal man be more pure than his Maker ? Shall max 
that ts born of a woman be Juſt ? God chargeth his Angels with folly, 
and the Heavens are not clear in hu fight, And thele are the Scrip- 
tures the Prieſts uſe to bring againſt Friends, (who keep their Inte- 
erity ) as Fobs friends did againſt him ; but at the laſt the Lord 
commanded Fob to offer a Sacrifice for his friends, becauſe they had 
ſinned, and ſpoken not right, as Fob had, who was perfe& and kept 
his Integrity, And the Apoſile (aid to the Saints, That he had learn- 
ed in all conditions to be content, Mark, 19 all conditions ! but this was 
when-he was Pas/, not when he was Sax, running up and down 
with his packet of Letters, halling the Saints before the Rulers like 

a Parrater ; then he was nor content, neither with his own condi- 
tion, nor others : But when he came to learn of Chriſt, which de- 
Rroys the Devil and his works, which teacheth to know all ny, 
| ; tnen

then in all things he learned to be content ; ſo that you know that 
there is /earmng,learneth,and learned ; as a Child when he is learn- 
ing, learneth, and learned, is three ſtates ; ſo Par! be had learned in 
all conditzons to be content ; and who was his Schoolmaſter bat Chriſt, 
by whom all things were made, »ot of man, nor by man ( Out of the 
Truth;) ſo waile he learned of men and by men, he was not ccn- 
tent, neither are any others, 
Therefore all are to learn of Chriſt the Light, the Life and the 
Truth, that you may come to that condition, to have learned in all 
conditions to be content, and not to truſt in uncertain Riches, for they 
have wings ang wil fice away ; and ſo he is never counted a wiſe man 
that will put any confidence in that which will flee away from him: 
for thoſe are the Heirs of the Earth and the World that load 
themſelves with thick clay, that they may ſet their neſts on high ; 
but they that be Heirs of Chriſt, and of the power of an endleſs 
Life, truſt in the living God, and come to poſſeſs an everlaſting 
Inheritance of the power of an endleſs Life, and come to in- 
creaſe in the Riches of the everlaſting Inheritance, and there lay 
up Riches that are everlaſting, which will abide for ever, And ſo 
therefore mind every one God's Word i» your hearts, and in your 
mouthes, and obey it and doit ; and be not of them that are ſaying . | 
in their hearts, ho ſhall aſcend or deſcend, to fetch him from above > 
keep doivn that Sayer under reproof,and then your ear will be open 
to that which the righteonſneſs of Faich ſaith, The Word 5s gh thee, 
zn thy heart and in thy mouth ; ſo thou ueedeſt not ſay, who ſhall aſcend 
or deſcend ? And that was the Word which the Meſſengers of God 
preached and do preach, and rebuke the Gainſayer, | 
And ſo all people, ſeeing the Devil hath made the World like a 
Wilderneſs, and there are ſo many wayes in it,that they knoy not 
which Way to come out, nor which to follow : Therefore this is my 
anſiver to you all, Take David's Candle and Lanthorn, You may 
ſay, What is that, and Whereis it? I ſay, it is within you, the 
. Ward of God, You may ſay, People do not uſe to carry Lanthotns 
and Candles in the day-time, but in the night, I ſay, you 
be in the Night of Darkneſs, and therefore the Word is called 
a Lanthorn and a Candle ro you, by which you may ſee the 
Way of the Lord which 1s perfect, from all mens wayes which 
_ are imperfeR ; by which you may ſee the path cf the Juſt tobea_ 
I | | 1N:Ning 
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ſhining Light, from all the unjutt paths that de in the darkneſs ; for 
by this Word did David come to outſtrip his Teachers , who was 
made wiſer then them all; ſoit will you,if you obey.t : for. by this 
Word he {aw Chriſt, and called him Lord : therefore: he loved-:the 
Word and hid it in his heart ; for by it -he ſpake ſo many glorious 
expreſſions, which the World fince hath turned into meeter, and 
made Songs or Ballads of them. And this was the Word that came 
tro Abraham, which made him forſake his National Religion and 
Worſhip, and obey the Lord ; And this was the Woitd that came to 
Facob, the Shepherd, by which he ſaw'Chriſt, and propefied of him 
to his Sons on his Death-bed, when he ſaid to Fudah, The Law 
ſhould not depart from betwixt hu feet till Shilo came, (meaningChriſt) 
and the gathering of all Nations ſhould be to him, as it 18 at this day, 
the 2athezing is to Chriſt; And this was the Word that came to 
Moſes the Shepherd, when hewas keeping ſheep, which be obeyed 
and went to Egyyt, and brought the Children of 1ſrae/ out of Egypt 3 
by whichWord he was made a Miniſter; and when that the Children 
of Iſrael were come ont of Egypt into the Wilderneſs, told them, 
They need not go for the Word beyond the Seas, &C. for ut was nigh them, 
intheir Hearts and Mouths, toobeyit and doit, And this was the 
Word that made Moſes a Prophet, who prohefied of Chriſt, and 
ſaid, Like unto him God would raiſe up a Prophet, him ſhould they hear 
in all things : Matk, in all things we are to be ordered both inward 
and outward, for hearing Chit, by whom all things were made ; 
And every one that would not hear this Prophet (Chiilt) ſhould be cut 
off, for how ſhould they continue or reign ? 
Aud this w:s the Word that came to Samuel, and made him a 
Prophet, who ſpoke to E/: the Prieft, and removed his Sons, and 
the Children of /rae/: and this was the Word that made Sax/ to _ 
propheſie,and Balaam,though they erred from it : And this was the 
Word that made all the Prophets to prophetie, and reprove .the 
Kings of 1/rae!, and their Prieſts, of their Superſtition and Idola- 
tiaus ayes, in ſetting up Groves and Images in High-Places; and 
reproved all their monthly Progncfticatior.s, who ſpoke and acted 
from them, and not from the Lord. == 2 
And this was the Word that came to /[zzah, by which he prophe= 
fed of Chiilt, and of his Preaching, and of bis Sufferings ; and by 
which Wotc he reproved the Shepherds,vhich were as greedy dumb 
Dogs, 


SA 
Dogs, could never have enongh, fas, ther pain from their Quarter: 
and by this Word he ſaw, that all rhe Children of God ſhould be taught 
of God, and eſtabliſhed in Righteouſneſs and Peace ; and though many 
tongues ſhould riſeupin Judgement againſt them, yer thoſe that 
were taught of God ſhould 'condemn them all, this power ſhould 
be given to. his Children, And many weapons formed againſt 
them ſhould not proſper, God would reftrain them : And alſo hz 
ſav them that were caſt out, that trembled at Gods Words, to whom 
God would appear tother glory, and to the ſhame, and to the confounding 
of them that caſt them out for his Name ſake, as it isat this day, 
And this was the Word of God that made Feremuh a Piophet, 
by which he ſaw the New Covenant, by which Word he was ſaid 
to reprove the People and the Princes, of the fil:by and horrible thing 
committed inthe Land, that the Prieſts preached for Hire, and the 
Prophets propheſied falſly ; and for reproving them for their Super(ti- 
tion & Idolatry,they ſtruck him,and put himin the Stocks,and Priſon, 
aud perſecuted him inthe Dungeon, till his Perſecutors were cartied 
into Gaptivity. And by the Word Feremiah ſaw the number of 


ſeventy years of his Perſecutors being in Pavy/ons Captivity. 


Elijah by the Word was made a Prophet, and by the Word re. 
proved Ahah and Fezebel for their Idolatry, and worthipping of 
Images, For which Words ſake they perſecuted him, and the reſt 
of the Prophets ; and was not he fed of the Ravens by the River ; 
And did they not ſeek to take away his life ; And did not he think 
all the Lords Prophets had been killed,and he left alone ; yet did 
not the Lord ſay to him, he had reſerved ſo many thouſands that had 
not bowed the kaee to Baal ? And El;ſha the Plowman by the Word 
was made a Prophet, and forſook his Plough 3 and by the Word 
reproved the Idolatry in his Age of Prieſts aud People. 

And by the Word was Ezekie! made a Prophet, by which Word 


| he reproved the Shepherds of 1ſrae/, that made a prey upon the 


people, and taught them for the Fleece ; and by the Word he ſaw 
that God would bring the people from them, that they ſhould be 
made a prey upon'no longer; and would gather them from their 
Mouthes, and ſet one Shepherd over them, Chritt, which 15 wit. 
neſſed ; and by the Word he reproved falſe Prophets,that taught | 
for handfulls of Barley, and pieces of Bread, and daubed with un- 
tempered Morter, and ſewed Pillows under the Arm-hioles LS

by the Word he ſaiv the Patern of the Temple, and the return of 
the Jews. 

| Foy by the Word Damel was made a Prophet, and ſaw Chriſt 
and his Kingdom, and how the Saints ſhould take his Kingdom ; 
and by the Word he ſaw ſuch that ſhould riſe up againſt the Pro- 
ple of God ; and by the Word he numbred the years of Chriſt to 
his time 499 years, and of his death, and hoiv he ſhould end the 
Sacrifices ; and hoiv that Chriſt ſhould bring up Everlaſting Righ- 
reouſneſs, and putan end to Sin, and end the Prophets, and Seal 
up their Viſions, | | 

And by the Word Micah was made a Prophet, by which he 

cried againſt the Prieſts that preached for Hire, and the Prophets that 
Propheſicd for Money, and the Fadges that judged for Rewards, and 
ſuch as preached Peace tothe people that put nm their monthes (like the 
Prieſts 1n theſe times) and when they did notthey prepared War againſt 
them, and chopt their Fleſh, and guawed their Bones, (as the Prieſts 
in this day and time have done) but Micah ſaw by the Word, that. 
' the Sun was gone down upon ſuch Prophets and Prieſts, / and they 

ſhould have no Vition nor Anſier from God ; therefore ſuch are 
againſt Revelations and Viſions, on whom the Sun is ſet, and gone 

down upon, and then the Night comes upon them. 

And by the Word was Amos the Herdſman made a Prophet, 
who was a gatherer of Fruits, and likewiſe all the reſt of the Pro- 
phets, who ſpoke forth Divine things, and reproved the Superſti- 
tion and Idolatry1n their time and day, And by the Word did 
all the Prophets ſpake forth Divine things, which Word brought 
them into the Divine Nature and Mind, which Word Hammered 
and Cut down that which corrupted their natures; and this was the 
Word that made ſo'many -Fiſher-men Preachers of the Goſpel; 
which is the power of God, | 

And this was the Word which made Matthew the Toll-gatherer, 
Luke the Phylitian, 'and Pay! the Tent-maker, Minitters and 
Preachets of the Goſpel and power of God, And this was the 
Word which made Peter to ſee Foe!'s prophefie, how that God 
would pour out his Spirit upon all Fleſh, and Sons and Danghters 
ſhould Propheſie , and Young-men. ſhould ſee Viſions, and Old-men 

Dream Dreams, and the pouring forth of the + Spirit upon 
Servants and Hand-maids, that every one ſhould have ſome- 
thing to ſpake to the Glory_of God. And now the Prieſts and 
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proud Prelates, and Biſhops, and Popes, though you have made 2 
Trade of the Saints words, and the Apoſtles and Prophets words, 
and gotten a great deal of money by them, (which were Fiſhermen 
and Shepherds words,from the Word) Yet nevertheleſs if a compa- 
ny of Shepherds,and Herdſmevn, Fiſhermen, Tentmakers, and Tole. 
oatherets ſhould come among(} you to Preach,you would ſay, Away 
with theſe Mechannick Fellows, they have not ſerved ſeves jears Apa 
prentiſhip at the Colledges, which we have ſet up to make Miniſters 
therefore they are not to ſet up, becauſe they have nat ſerved their Ap- 
prentiſhips, What ſay the Shepherds, Herdſmen, Tentmakers,Phy- 
fitians and Tole-gatherers ? Do you make a Trade of our Friends 
words, who were of our Occupation, . that never ſerved Apprenti- 
ſhips in Colledges, before they ſpake forth the words you make a 
Trade of > What, will you make a Trade of our Friends words, 
who were of our Occupation ! Amway with you to work, and away 
with your Colledges ; for our Brother Pax/ the Tentmaker ſaid, 
If you will n0t work, you mult not eat, For, would you own Chriſt if 
he had come in your day ? Who was called, «A Carpenters Soy. You 
Popes with your Triple Crowns, and you Lord Biſhops, with your 
Coaches and fat Horſes, and gorgeous Apparel, with your Black 
Coats, and White Coats, and Girdles; Are you like to entertain 
him who is called, A Carpenters Sou ? or to caſt him and his Mo- 
ther into the Manger in your Stables ? ee 
_ This was the Word by which Fohs the Evangeliſt ſaw Chriſt, 
which did enlighten every man that came into the World, and ſaw how 
he became fleſh, and came to his own, and his own did not receive him : 
but to as many as recerved Chriſt the Light, to them he gave power to 
become the Sons of Ged ; which all they that are Miniſters of the Ler- 
ter, made by the ſeven years Colledges, and not the Word, hate 
the Light, And by this Word, the Mnifter of the Word preacheth 
Chriſt's Word, Life, Death and ReſurreCtion : And therefore as 
Tohn ſaith in his Epiſtle, That which our Eyes bave ſeey, our Hands 
have handled,and our Ears have beard of the Word of Life,do we preach 
unto you ; that which was from the begtuning. Inthe beginning was the 
ord, though ſince the beginning were the words and letters; for 
the Scriptures of Truth are the words of God, and the words of 
Chriſt; and he that adds to theſe words, (faith John in the Rewelati- + 
0215) Gad ſhall add unte him the Plagues that are written in this Book,, 
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So the Word was 3n the beginning, and Chriſt's Name is called, The 
word of God, but Chriſt 1s neither called Scriptures nor. Writings, 
for Scriptures fignifie Writings, So, In the beginning wa the Word, 
fince the beginning were Writings and Scriptures. 1» the beginning 
was the Word, ſince the beginning were all talſe Wayes, falſe Chur- 
ches, & falſe Teachers ; and in the Word ye comprehend them all, 
The Prieſt ſaith, that Hebrew, Greek and Latin were the Original, 
the many Languages ; and the many Languages began at Babel, 
which Nimrod the Hunter before the Lord, bzgan to build; after God 
had deſtroyed the old World with Water, then would he go build a 
Tower which ſhould reach to Heaven ; then God came down and 
confounded them into many Languages : ſo he hunted before the 
Lord, but the Lord followed him, and confounded him in all his 
work,as he will do all the Builders that run before him, And ſo all 
the Prieſts that have gotten the many Languages, Wiich began at 
Babel,they tell imple ignorant people,that they have the Original, 
and are the Orthodox men, and get in a different habit from them, 
and ſay, the Qnakers are a ſimple people, that defpiſe the Learned 
Orthodox men who have the Original. Give ear O people, if theſe 
Languages, which came .up at the confounding of Babel, are the 
Prieſts Original rhat makes them Orthodox and Divine, then P;- 
late that crucified Chrift was as good an Orthodox Divine as they ; 
for when he crucified Chritt, he writ a paper in Hebrew, Greek and 
Latin,and ſet a top of him ; he was as ignorant of Scripture and of 
Orthodox and Divine matters as you,and you as he ; and the Apo- 
ſile ſaith, Tongues muſt ceaſe, then that which makes Orthodox men 
and Divines,as you ſay, muſt ceaſe, according to the Apoſtles Do- 
arine: and ſo then Tongues neither are the Original, nor make 
Orthodox nor Divine, And Joh» that gave farth the Revelatrons, 
ſaith, That the VVhore and the Beaſt are ſet upon Tongues, and the 
everlafFing G oSpel muſt be preached again to all Kinareds and Tongues, 
which was before Babe! was, Who Was the firit beginner of Tongues. 
Now it is clear that the Goſpel muſt be preached to all Nations 
and Tongues, and that Tongues are not the Original, neither do 
they make Divines or Orthodox men ; but itis clear that it is the 
Word which was in the beginning waich makes Divines; yea, 
Tradeſmen, which are baſe and contemptible in the eyes of the 
proud, and them that have gotten Bavels Tongues, who are con- 


founded 
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founded by.the Miniſters of the Word, which ws in the beginning 
before Babel was; for all the Earth was of one Langu age and Speech 
before Babe/, And you that call your ſelves Orthodox men made 
by Tongues,and ſay that is your Original, who are ſo blind and can= 
not ſee that there was an Original before Babel was; for did not 
Exch the Prophet, the ſeventh from Adam, who prophefied in the 
old World before it was deſtroyed, and long before Babel was,con- 
cerning the coming of Chriſt in ten thonſand of his. Saints, as in 
Fude ; and Lamech propheſied in the old world concerning Noah: 
and eAdam and others might be inftanced, before your Tongues, 
which you call your Original, were. And ſo we ſay that the Word 
of God is the Original, which doth fulfill the Scriptures ; and the 
Word is it which makes Divines, which is called x Hammer, but it 
isa living Hammer; and 1s called a Sword, and Fire, but a living 
Sword, and a living Fire, to hammer, and cut, and burn up that 
which ſeparated and kept man from God ; by which Word man is_ 
reconciled again to God, Which is called The Word of Reconciliation; 
by this Word are men and women ſanRified and made clean ; and 
this is the Word that makes both men and women Divines, and 
brings them into the Divine Nature, which hammers and cuts 
down that which corrupted their nature; and by this Word are they 
brought into a Divine Wiſdom, Underſtanding, Knowledee, Spitit 
and Power. And this is the Word that lives, and abides, and en- 
dures for ever, by which the Saints are born again of the Immortal 
Seed and Word of God ; who feed upon the Milk of the V Vord, 
upinto a Divine Life, V Viſdom and Underſtanding, and Divine 
Nature ; and by this Word they do ſee all fleſh to be as graſs, and 
as the flower of the field that fadeth ; and the Word of God that 
lives, and abides, and endures for ever, Which is Chriſt, whoſe 
Name is called, The Word of God. 

And ſo to keep the Word of Patience, which is over all the im- 
_ patient Spirits, and then -you will know the Word of Life, the 
Word of Patience, and Word of Wiſdom 1s evetlaſting, and a- 
bides and endures for ever ; which all tney that be in the Letter, 
out of the Life and Word, have neither patience to themſelves nor 
others; for the Word of Patience > and the Word of Life, which 
is to be kept in all Tribulations, was before Death and impati:nt

I. E Ba ere was a Worſhip at Fer»ſalem. Ne 

2, There was a Worſhip at the Mountain, where Jacob's 
Weil was, Facob went down ints Egypt with his Family, & he died 
in Egypt, and his Sons carried him out of Egypt, and buried him 
in the Land of Canaan, in his Grand-father Abrabam's Burying- 
place ; and after ſeveral hundreds of years the Children of 7ſrae/ 
came out of Egypt into the Land of Canaan, and there they built 
Feruſalem, and the Temple ; and there was but one Temple in the 
whole World commanded of God, and that was at Fersſalem. 
And.before, in the dayes of Facob, there was a Worſhip ſet up at | 
the Mountain near unto Samaria, Where he digged a Well : there- | 
fore when the Woman of Samaria came out to fetch Water at Fa- 
cob's Well, the Woman reaſoned with Chriſt about Worſhip; and 
ſhe ſaid, Oar Fathers worſhipped at this Mountain, but others at Fe- | 
r#ſalem ; and Chriſt anſwered her again, Not at Feruſalem, nor at 
this Mountain ts God worſhipped : there he denies theſe two Publick 
Places of Worſhip; and when he had done that, he ſets up ano- 
ther Worſhip, for he ſaid, God was 4 Spirit, and they that worſhip- 
ped him, muſt worſhip him in the Sperut and in the Truth ; for the hour 
Was coming, and now 1s, that ſuch'God ſeeks to worſhip him, And this 
Worſhip he ſets up,and preached up on top of a Hill, above fixteen 
hundred years fince ; which Worſhip was ſet up many hundred 
years before Maſs-Book, Commun-Prayer-Book, Diriftory, or 
Charch Faith was : and this was the publick Worſhip thatChrilt ſet 
up in the Spirit and in the Truth ; for God was a Spirit, and ſuch 
he ſought to worſhip him, that Worſhipped him in Spirit and 
Truth, All are to mind the Worſhip that God ſeeks, and not the 
Worthip that men ſeek. And Chriſtſaid, That the Temple ſhould 
be thrown down, and the City of Jeruſalem, and the Fews ſcattered over 
all Nations , and the Apoſtle ſaith, He #& not a Few that ts one out - 
ward, but hes a Jew that # one wnard, of the Spirit, and not of the 
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Letter, for that killeth, but the Spirit makes alive, What, cries the 
World, do you deny Temple-worſhip! Nay, we ſay every man 
and woman mult come into the Temple, if he worſhip God in the 
Spirit and Truth; And is not the Spirit within the Truth in the 
inward parts ? . For, Do you not kyow that your Bodtes are the Temples 
of the Holy Ghoſt, which is the Holy Spirit ? And can any woiſhip 
God, who is a Spirit, in the Truth, but they muſt come to the Spi- 
rit, and the Tiuth of God in their own hearts? Here we ſetup the 
Publick and Temple-worſhip, which Chriſt ſet up on top of the 
Hill, which every man and woman in the whole World muſt come 
to, Truth in the inward parts, and the Spuit of God within them, 
and worſhip 1n the Spirit ; they muſt be in it,and in the Truth,to 
worſhip the God of all Truth, who isa Spirit, And thisis the 
Publick and Univerſal Worſhip ; and this brings every man and 
Woman 1n the world to Truth, and the Spirit of God in their own 
hearts: And ſo this brings all to know their Bodies to be the Tem- 
ples of the Holy Spirit, in which they worſhip, as the Jew outward 
worſhipped in his outward Temple, But the Temple lince the 
Apoſtles dayes, has been ſo filled with Smoke out of the Bottom- 
leſs Pit, and ſo filled with Darkneſs, that no man could enter into 
the Temple to worſhip God; and there the Spitit of God hath been 
vexed and grieved, and ſo their Prophefie, Revelation and Vifion 
hath been denyed by the Authors of this Smoke 3; but the ſeventh 
Angel has poured out his Viol, that men begin to enter into the 
Temple to worſhip God in the Spirit and Truth ; andthe Glory of 
the Lord ſhall fill the Temple. And Chriſt and his Apoſtles ne- 
ver altered this Worſhip, 1D the Spirit and Truth,though the Beaſt 
and the Whore, the falſe Church have ſet up another Worſhip 
ſince the Apoſiles days : Butall muſt come to worſhip God (which 
- Was before their Worſhip was ſet up) which was ſet up in the Apo- 
 filesdayes. And ſo all muſt come to worſhip God in the Spirit 
and in the Truth, which Was before MMaſs-Bock was, which 'got up 
many hundred years after Chriſt ;* and that is and was the Publick 
and Univerſal Worſhip, ſet up by Chriſt the Second Adam, to the 
Sons of cAdam in the fall, which brings every man and woman to 
Truth, and the Spirit of God in their own hearts, -1n that Spirit 

and Truth they muſt worſhip God, 
But, cties the Woild, Did not they pray in the Temple;the Jew out - 
ward, 
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ward, and muſt not you pray in the Temple ? Yes,the Jew in the Spi- 


rit prays in his Temple, and ſings and retoyces in his Temple ; for 
what, do you not know that your Bodies are the Temples of the Holy 
Ghoſt? And ſo, if you pray, you mult pray 1n the Holy Ghoſt, and 
rejoyce in the Holy Ghoſt, and fing 1n the Spirit : and how can 
you {ing and rejoyce and pray in the Spirit, but you muſt oo into the 
Temple, your Bodies being the Temple of the Holy Ghoſt? For 
the outward Jew his Temple was thrown down; and he 7s not a Few 
that is one outward, but hes a Jew that 1s one inward, in the Spirit, 
Stephen was ſtoned to death for denying the Jews outward Temple, 
and ivitneſſing Chiiſt ; and Stephen was fullof the Holy Ghoſt, ſo he 
was the Temple of the Holy Ghoſt, and ſo they whoſe Bodies are 
the Temples of the Holy Ghoſt, are the Temples made without 
hands, which are ſet above all Temples made with mens hands, 
But if you ſay, Did not the Jews Prieſts dwell in the Temple, and 
there they were to offer inthe Temple ? | 
I anſwer, yes, there was but one Temple in the whole world 
commanded of God, and it was ſetup at Jeruſalem, and never ſt 
up in England, [ reland, Scotland, France, Spain, and Rome; but the 
Jews were to go either to worſhip at Feruſalem, and there to keep 
the Feaſt of Tabernacles, or elſe their Eyes were torot in their 
Heads, and their Tongues in their Mouthes, and their Camels 
vere to die of ſuch and ſuch plagues, as in Zachary you may read, 
And they were to come out of all Nations under Heaven to wor- 
ſhip and keep the Feaſt of Tabernacles at Feruſalem; And the 
Apoſtles did there wait, at the time of Pert:coft, to be endued with 
power from on high : And ſo that Temple was thrown down about 
forty years after Chriſt, For you that cry up an outward Temple- 
worſhip, made with mens hands, in your own Nation, are worſe 
then the Jews ; for they were to have but one Temple, and one 
People, and that Temple is down, and the Worſhip ; and he is 
not a Few that ts one outward, but he ts a Jew that ts one Inward in the 


Spirit, Ando Chriſt's V Vorthip in the Spirit and Truth is ſet 


above the Jews outward V Vorſhip at Feruſalem, and the fountain 


near Samaria; and the Jew inward is ſet above the Jew outward ; 
and the Jew outward offering in his outward Temple, and the 
Prieſt having Chambers in his Temple, that was the place of their 
Offering; the Jew inward he offers in his Temple the Spiritual $2. 
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- crifices, and no where elſe doth he offer but in his Temple ; for 
by the Spirit doth he offer to God who is a Spirit. And. they that 
offered inthe Jews Temple were to wear the holy Garments: 
0 you that are the true Chriſtians, and are called a Royal Priefthood, - 
W hat, are all true Chriſtians prieſts? yes, What, are women 
prieſts ? yes, Women prieſts, And can men and women offer 
S2crifices without they wear the holy Garments? no: what are 
the holy Garments men and women muſt wear ? the Fine Linen : 
and they muſt go inwhite ; What, 1s this the prieſts Surplice ? 
nay ; the Surplice got up when the Fine Linnen and going in 
white was loſt, What 1s the Fine Linnen and going in white 
that this Royal Priefthood muſt wear, which are the Royal Gar- 
ments? it is the Righteouſneſs of Chriſt, which is the Righteouſ- 
neſs of the Saints ; this 1s the Royal Garment of the Royal Prieſt= 
hood which every one muſt put on, men and women ; ſo every one 
put on your Roves, put-on your Garments, the Righteouſneſs of 
Chiiſt, as a Cloak, that you may offer to the Lord an Offering in 
Righteouſneſs : you that be ſenſible of the Lords Mercies, offer 
to him his Praiſe, his Gloty and Honour, his Spiritual Sacrifice 
in your Temple, as the ſyeet Odours, Myrrhe and Frankincenſe. 
And when the Jews Temple was clenſed, and the Rubbiſh caſt out 
of it, the Glory of the Lord filled the Temple : And when your 
Temples are cleanſed, and the Rubbiſh caſt out of your Temples by 
your Prieſt Chriſt Feſus, in the Male and Famale, who deſtroys the 
Devil and his Works, and renews up into the Image of Ged, in 
Righteouſneſs and Holineſs, as man ras in before the Serpent got 
the Rubbiſh into him. And ſo Chrit who deſtroys the Devil and 
his works, and brings him to the ſtate as man and woman was in 
before he got into. him, that 1s Righteouſneſs and Holineſs, and 
up into himſelf to the meaſure of the ſtature of the ſulneſs of 
Cheift, who was glorified with the Father before the Wold be- 
oan; Here the Glory of the Lord will fill every one of your Tem- 
ples, through which you will come to praiſe the Lord in your 
Temple, and to offer an Offering in Righteouſneſs in your Tem- 
ple by the Spirit, a Spiritual Sacrifice to God, who is aSpirit, So 
here you are a Royal Prieſthood, offering up the Spiritual Sacti- 
fices. And was not the Jeiv outivard to have Fire and Lamps 
burn always in his Temple? and are not the Jews in Spirit aways 
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to have the Word, which is a Fire, in their Temple, and the Light 
of Chriſt > For doth not Chriſt ſay, Have Ol in your Lamps ? and 
were not their Bodies that Lamp? And was there not to be Salt 
in the Jews Tetnple, to ſeaſon their Sacrifice ? and ſo are not you 
to have alivayes Salt in your ſelves (doth not Chriſt ſay ſo? ) by 
which you may ſavour and be ſeaſoned, that all your Sacrifices may 
be ſeaſoned with Salt ? And you know that the Jews outward were 
not to offer the Blind, the Lame, the Unclean, and the Haltin 
their Temple ; neither are you, that be the Jews in the Spirit, to 
offer the Halt, the Lame, the Unclean, nor the Swine, nor the 
blind ; bur the Spiritual Sacrifice with the Spirit to God, who is a 
Spirir, by which Spirit you ſee by what Spirit you are made clean 
and ſan&ified, and mortifie that ſwiniſh nature ; by which Spirit 
you come to walk upright, not to halt; as you walk 1n the Spirit, 
by the Spirit you come to offer to God the Spiritual Sacrifice, And 
this is the ſtanding Offering in the Temple which Chriſt your 
Prieſt dwells in, who ends the Jews Prieſts that dwelt in their out= 
ward Temple,and their Temple ; and ends their Offerings and Sa- 
crifices, and the Blood of Bulls and Goats, Chriſt the Offering 
once for all their Offerings ; and Chriſt the Everlaſting Covenant 
ends the fiſt Covenant ; and Chriſt the Temple, ends the Jews 
outward Temple, where their Offerings and Sacrifices were, and 
the Prieſthood, and ſets up the Royal Prieſthood, with his Royal 
Garment, his Righteouſneſs, that offers to God the Spiritual Sa= 
crifices in the Temple : And ſo Chriſt ends all the Types, Figures, 
and Shadows, and variable things that were given to man fince the 
- Fall, and held up by the Law, which they were not to add to the 
Law of God, nor take from it ; which ſtood very nigh two thou- 
ſand years : Which Law ſerved till Chriſt came, 'and was good in 
its place, and was added becauſe of Tranſgreſhon : when many 
tranſgreſſed the Image of God, Righteouſneſs and Holineſs, and 
were fallen from it,then the Righteous Law, which 1s Good, Holy, 
and Juſt, came atop of man, and this ſerved (till the Seed Chrilt 
came, Who is come) with all its Shadows ; but Caniſt is come,who 
was the end of the Law for Righteouſneſs ſake, to every one that 
believes, and in Chriſt is no Shadow, Variable, nor Turning, for 
he was before Shadows were, -2lorified with the Father before the 
Wotld began ; who is the firſt and laſt, - the beginning and LE, 
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the Top and Corner-Stone, the Chief Maſtzr-Builder, the Ele 
and Precious,whom all the Builders in all Ages rejeQed, that were 
of men, and by men, and from men; waom all the Heirs of the 
World caſt out, and conld not abide +hat he ſhoald Reign whoſe 
Rightitis, though he be the foundation of mny Generations, 
which all the Heirs of the World know not his Generation; they 
that be in their firſt Birth, whoſe Building is not on Chriſt the 
Rock, but on the Sand, and therefore have their Houſes of Reljoi- 
on and Worſhip ſo often beaten down with the Rorms of the Sea, 
not being upon the Rock Chriſt Feſus, which is above all the Storms 
and Tempelts in the World, before the Sea was ; whois the L:- 
01 of the Tribe of Fudab, and the Root of David, and the Lamb of God 
which takes away the Sins of the World ; and the Lamb mult have the 
ViRory over all the Wilde Beaſts, Heifers, Dogs, Wolves and 
 Hotſes. Andis not this a myſtery to you all,that the Lamb ſhould 
take away your Sins, that the Lamb ſhould have the ViRory over 
the Dogiſh, and Wolvith,and Heiferiſh and Swiniſh nature in you, 
like a Horſe a Serpent :: The Clean and Holy Lamb muſt have 
the Victory over all this in you ; and therefore joyn to him that 
hath the Victory, who is the Captain of your Salvation, who bruiſ- 
eth the Serpents head ; Chit the Szed (that is he) that breaks the 
- Serpents power, and cruſheth him to pieces, deliroying him and 
his Works : here Chriſt is King of Kings,and Lord of Lords,above 
all Principalities, Powers and Thrones 1s he aſcended; who opens 
and no man ſhnts, aud ſhuts and noman opens ; ſo he that opens to you 
by his Light, none can ſhut from you, who filleth your Lamps with 
Oyle of Gladneſs ; and Chiift who ſhuts to all them that deny 
his Licht, they deny him ; no man among them then can,open ; 
and that makes them go together by the ears about their Worſhips, 
and Churches, and Scriptures, and to perſecute one another 3 
though they do profeſs Chriſt, yet denying bis Light, they deny 
him ; theſe be Antichriſts, that be againkt him, though they do pro- 
feſs him ; and ſuch are-by the Light condemned, that are againft 
the power of God, and the Goſpel ; the pow2r of God is the ſa- 
vour of death to them, but a ſavour of life ro them that bez in the | 
Life. And, In me you have Peace, ſays Chit ; and he gives peace 
to them that are in him, that no man can take away ; But inthe 
World you bave Tronble, ſaith Chiilt ; that is, in Adam, in wh uk 
CG rom 
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from Righteouſaed! and Holineſs; for in Righteouſneſs there is 
peace, and in Holineſs people ſee God z and out of this Holineſs 
they do not ſee God.

With a fev, two or three, for there was the gathering of the Jews, 
Scribes and Phariſees, their Temple and Synagogues : and likewiſe 
there was the gathering of the Heathen to Diana s Temple; and all 
them that gathered in the Name of Jeſus came from the Jews Sy- 
nagocue and Temple, and likewiſe the Gentiles, into the Name 
of Jeſus ; for they who are gathered in the Name of Jeſus, whoſe

l Riends keep out of the Faſhions of the World, Tet not your 
þ eyes, and minds, and ſpirits run after every faſhion (in Ap- 
parel of the Natiovs) for that will lead you from the ſolid Lifezin= 
to a full tomack, with that Spirit that leads to follow the Faſhions 
of the Nations, every Faſhion of Apparel that gets up; but mind 
that which is ſober and modeſt, and keep your Faſhions ; therein

which is of preat price with the Lord, and keep to Juſtice and Truth 
in all your dealings, and tradings, at a word, and the form of 
ſound words, in the power of the Lord, and Equity, in Yea and 


Nay in all your dealings, that your Lives and Converſations may 


be in Heaven, and above the Earth, that they may preach to all 
that you have to deal withal ; ſo that you may be as a City ſet on 4 
Hill, that cannot be hid, and as L:ghts of the World, anſwering the 
equal Principle in all, that God 1n all things may. be glorified ; 
So that you may paſs your time here with fear, as Pulgrimes and 
Strangers, and Sojaurners, as having an eye over all things that be 
uncertain, as Cities, Houſes, Lands, Goods ; ſo as things below, 
they that poſſeſs, as if they did not ; and they that marry,as if they 
did not; yet as having a City whoſe Maker and Builder 25 God, and a 
Poſletſion of an Iuheritance that will never fade away, in which you 


have Riches that will abide with you eternally,

_ and then they make all their repleniſhed places like a Wilderneſs, 
and then cometh up the power of the Dragon, . which begetteth 
and breedeth Serpents, and Vipers, and all the unclean Beaſts, and 
{o makes the world like a Wilderneſs ; and when the land-mark of 
the Juft and Righteous they have removed, then Truth, Juſtice, 
Righteouſneſs, and Equity, have no place among them, then he de= 
cerves, and ſetteth up his own wayes, and hateth all them that will 
not obey him, 

The Jews outward in their appointed Feaſts praiſed the Lord 
wrth the outward Trumpets ;- and ſo the Jews in Spirit, at their 
Feaſts in their Temple, in their feeding upon the Bread of Life, 
life up cheir Trumpets, their Spirits, in praifing the Lord 
God. 

Noiv all that you call Chriſtendom do believe that Chriſt is come, 
and is riſen, and that Jeſus 1s Chriſt the Son of God ; ſo that now 


they are all to receive him, and to walk in him, and abide in him . 


but you that do profeſs the Scriptures of Chriſt, that he is come, 
that which the Saints profeſſed and lived in ; as the Jews did pro- 
feſs Moſes and the Prophets,and God,and that Chrilt was to come, 


but they denied the Life, as you do, and hved not in it, neither do- 


you; but are diſputing about the Words,and deny the Life and Spi- 


1it of Chriſt, the Prophets & Apoſtles,and that iS the cauſe that you - 


are not in fellowſhip and unity one With another, but all on heaps. 
And the Jew outward he was not to touch the dead, nor to feed 
en that that died of it ſelf ; for it made him unclean by the Lay of 
God : And ſo the Jew inward in the Spirit 1s not to touch the dead, 
not feed on that which dieth of 1t ſelf, but on Chriſt, 
And the Jews under the Lav, did not take Tythes of Fiſh, and 
of Swine, and of Foals : Did they offer up theſe in their offering a 
Szcrifice to the Lord > Where was there any Swine, or Horſes,or 


Fiſh,

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_ Fiſh, of any ſort, offered up on the Altar in the Temple by the 
Prieſts ? Was not the Swine an abomination to the Lord, and to 
the Prieſts > But do not the Prieſts now take that abominable 
offering, who are in the abomination ? And where did the Prieſts 
under the Law take Tythe-Rabbits ? were they to be ſacrificed up- 
on the Altar for an offering ? For the Rabbits, Foals, and the 
Swine Were-not to be offered, but they were to be an abomination 
to them, | | 
And whereas you call Chriſtians Zay-people, you that be Mia 
niſters , and in ſome office, and under ſome Yow or Oath , Ts not 
this contrary to the Apoſtles, who called the believing Chiiſians, 
Saints, and Spiritual? And are not all the true Believers of the 
Church, and ſuch as are paſled from death to life, and ſuch as are 
born of God ? And the Apoſtle Pan! when he wiites to the old | 
Romans, he” doth not call them Lay-people, as the Romans call 
Chriſtians now 3 but Paul called them, Beloved of God, called to 
be Saints, and that they were called of Chriſt Jeſus ; read Komaxs 
the firſt, and ſee whether he called the Romans Lay-people, And 
Paul when he writeth to the Church of the Corexthians, he calleth 
them, Saints by Calling, and the Church of God, and he doth not 
call them Lay-people. . And alſo the Galathians, the Church that 
was there, he calleth them, Brethren, and not Lay-people, And 
Paul, whey he wrote tothe Epheſians, he calleth them Saints, and 
not Lay-people. And When Pan! and Timitheus wrote to the Phi- 
lippians, Tothe Saints, . Biſhops, and Deacons ; they do not ſay, 
To the Biſhops, Deacons, and Lay-people. ' And when Pas/! and 
Timothy wrote to the Coloſſians, he called them Saints, and Faithful 
Brethren,and not Lay-people, And when Paxil, and Silvarw,and Ti 
mothy Wrote tothe Theſſalomans,they ſaid to them,that their Church 
was in God, the Father of Chri(t, and called them Beloved Bret hrez ; 
and not Lay-people. AndFames in his Epiſtle, ſaid :hat they were 
- Brethren. And. Peter, in his Epiſtle, doth not call them Lay-peo- 
le, but ſuch as have obtained the like precions Faith, and Beloved, 
And Fohz in his Epittle calleth them Babes, Elcti, Dearly Beloved, 
. and not Lay-people : neither doth Jude in his Epiſtle cail them 
Lay-people, but Called and Sartlificd of God the Father, 
Chriſt ſaith, Go ye znto all Nations, Teach and Bap iz them inthe 
Name of the Father, Son, aud Huly Ghoſt ; buttone Pricfts and Pas 
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pits will hardly goany further to Preach and Baptize then their 
own Pariſhes, where they are ſure of great Livings, which they 
have agreed for, LT | 

And do you hold by Tradition from Chriſt and the Apoſtles,that 
the Pope mutt wear a Triple Crown? And is not this the glory of 
the World, and not from either Chriſt or the Apoſtles, who were 
not of the World ? And did T:wothy, or Tits, of Peter, or any of 
the Apoſtles wear a Triple Crown of Gold on their heads? Was 
not Chriſt's Crown that they made him, of Thorns? 

And you Miniſters of Chriſtendom, becauſe that you are not in 
the Faith that works by Love, nor in the Univerſal Love of God ; 
therefore you cannot build up Chr:iſtexdoms in the Love of God, nor 
in the Holy Faith that works by Love ; for Love edifies, and build- 
eth up ; but your Faith 1s a dead one,and the fruits of it are Wrath 
and Strife, and Envy,.and tearing one another to pieces With perſe- 
cution; Which perſecution was alwayes blind ; and the blind 
Jeadeth the blind into the Ditch : So you are out of the Catholick 
Faith, and the Catholick Church, and the Catholick Love, Fellow- 
ſhip,and Worſhip, and Catholick Goſpel,which 1s Everlaſting; for 
Catholick is Univerſal, | | | 

In the time of the Law, they were not to touch the Dead, if 
they did they were unclean ; Which is a. Figure to them that be in 


_. the living Goſpel, which is Immortal, they are not to touch the | 


dead Wayes, Doctrines, nor the dead fleſh and bodies of finful 
fleſh; bat to touch Chriſt and his- Fleſh... And therefore touch 
nothing that is unclean, but the living and the clean - the Earth is 
corrupted With the dead bodies, and the fleſh thereof maketh it to 
Kink, the living ſmell it. 

Chriſt is the Altar that all offer upon that offer up to God ; 
which Altar is in the Temple, and Chriſt is the Way to God : and 
fuch as quench the Spirit in themſelves, and others, and not ſuffer 
it to ariſe, are ſuch as watch the Sepulchte of Chriſt, and are afraid 
that Chriſt ſhould ariſe. | 
* Drunkenneſs, Whoring and Sweating, Which are tlie works of 
Sin, and this 1s the way to Hell if you continue therein; and Hell 
o2pes, the Grave openeth her mouth ; and death and deſtruction 
talk of the fame of God, and the HYorſe-leech, that is bred in the 
Waters, crieth, Give, glve. _ 
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You drink Healths, but drunkenneſs and whoredom, are out ef 
the fear of God, and deftroy the health of the Body, Mind & Soul : 
You bleſs, but a profane life denieth Salvation, the blefled Bate. 
Lord thy Children love thy Light , which Light the cvildren of 
daikneis tread it and them under their feet, 

You Faſt, Pray, and Preach, and talk of God awd Chiit, and 
Scriptures ; but the Lord will require all your Debts that you are 
run into, for you are gone beyond your bounds, and ſo into Drun- 
kennels, SWearing,Curting, Pride, Covetouſneſs,Opprethon, (and 
not to do jultly toall men) and to live in Malice,Stafe,and Envy, 
which be the works of darkneſs, and d:|troy, and raven, and plack 
down to pieces ; but Love edifieth and buildeth up. 

There is but one Shepherd, and one Fold, and the Sheep know 
the Shepherds Voice, and follow him, and he eiveth them Life 
Eternal ; and they are all led by the Spirit of God, and are the 
Sons of God ; and they have the Spirit of Chiift, and they are 
his ; and Whether they ſleep or die,or eat or drink, they are Chriſts,, 
for he died for them, and hath purchaſed them with his Blood : 
and therefore they are not their own, but Chrifts : and ſo they are 
to glorifie himin and with their Bodies, Souls, and Spirits, which 
are his. Butin the World thereis a multitude of Shepherds, and 
they have their ſeveral Flocks and Folds, and the Shepherds fall 
out With themſelves,and with their Flocks about Vicuals, Clothes, 
Dayes,and Times ; and one while one Shepherd getteth the Flock, 
and another while another Shepherd getteth the Flock; and by 
theſe doings the Flocks are almoſt plucked to pieces by the Hire- 


ling Shepherds , which leave the Sheep in time of Perſecution, 


when they have gotten all the Wocll they can off their backs, be- 
cauſe the Sheep were not their own ; and when he leaveth the 
Flock, then another taketh them, and bringing them into his way, 
from the way that the other led them in, that 1s fled from them ; 
and then if the ſecond Shepherd leave them, ant! a third take 


them, hebringeth them into his way, from the ſecond, And thus: 


the Sheep are rofled up and down, and farved ; and every Shep- 


| heard ſheareth the Sheep, and plucketh the Wooll off their backs« 
Bat Chriſt layeth down his Life ſor his Sheep, and abideth with 
them ; inall their troubles, and perſecutions, and ſufferings, he _ 
ſuffereth, and 1s perſecuted 1n his Flock of Sheep, When the Hire= 
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ling fleeth becauſe he 1s 4 Hireling, and careth not for the Sheep, 
ſor they are none of his own, And you may ſce, as many Flocks 
a5 there are in the world, there are ſo many Shepherds, knowing 
of them, and keeping them in the world, which the Devil hath 
made a Wilderneſs, and a deſolate place, among whom it ig al. 
wayes Winter to the Elect: we that are taught of Chrift, and knoyy 
his Voice, and follow him, Chriſt 1s to us both in life and death ad- 
Vaniaves | | 

BE burnt-offering was to burn all the night until the morning 
on the Altar, and the offerings made by Fire, whoſoever toncheth 
them muſt be holy, Levit, 5, Every true Chiifiian- muſt read the 
ſubltance of this within him. | 

A Yoke you have laid upon Chriſtians and Chriftendow,which our 
fore-fathers threw off, and would never bear, neither would, nor 
will them that be of their Seed, all your Inventions, Images, Pi- 
ures, Repreſentations, Relicks, Images of God, and Chriſt, Apo. 
les, Saints, and Prophets, and Images of things in Heaven, and in 
the Earth ; and the obſerving of Chriſt and the Apoſiles, and Saints 
dayes, which burthen you lay on people,which Chritt and the Apo 
fles did not, which were our fore-fatners. 

And you force maintenance from people to your Miniſters, 
and ſo make the Goſpel chargeable, and ſo are become burthen. 
ſom to the people, and troubleſom, and this is not the Goſpe]= 
Way that our fore-fathers went in, And them that will not give 
you maintenance, you caſt them into Priſon for means, which was 
not the way of the Apoſtles, and there do keep many until they 
do die in Priſon, and ſuch as you do not preach to; and this is not 
olad Tydings of Peace of the Goſpel, but War, and Strife, and 
Trouble ; and this burthen you lay upon us, Which our fore-fathers 
the Apoliles did not do; for they were not chargeable, but kept 
the Goſpel without charge, and did not make merchandize of the 
words. And Chiift ſaith, Freely you have recerved, freely give : 
And every oze that thirſteth, come freely, without money, and without 
price. And alſo all your perſecuting about Religion, and Worſhip, 
and Church, and Faith, and in matters of Conſcience towards 
God ; and your inventing Tortures, and Racks, to Impriſon and 
Torture people that do not conform to your Way ; this was not 


the 
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the way of the Apoſtles, nor Chriſt ; and ſo you may ſee that you 
have loſt the Power that Chriſt and the ApoRites were in, 

Rev. 2, 10, Ten dayes the Devil ſhall caſt you into Priſon,that you 
may betryed, which 1s ten years. Rev, 11, Five months the Tor- 
mentors Were to totment the people, which is 150 years, Revgiz,s, 
The Woman, the True Church, the fled into the Wilderneſs when 
ſhe was perſecuted by the Dragon, and thete ſhe was to remain, 
and to be fed of God 1260 dayes, ſo many years; and then the 
falſe Church got up (called the Whore) on the Beaſt, which the 
Dragon, the Devil gave his power to, who had power over all Na- 
tions, Kindreds, Tongues, and People, and they worſhipped the 
Beaſt both ſmall and great, all rhat had not their names written in 
the Book of Life: And that Beaſt he was to continue forty two 
months, Which is 1260 dayes, ſo many years, Rev.13, Rev.is, 
19. The great City fell, and Was divided into three parts ; And 
did not the Twrk get one part, and the Proteſtants another, the 
Pope another ? which City 18 the great Whore, the falſe Church : 
and the cry Was, Come out of her my People, left you be partaker of 
ber Plagnes : for Plague, Sorrow, and Mourning were to come up- 
on the Whore, and loſs of children, 

The promiſes of God are all fulfilled in the Seed Chr;?, and all 
the promiſes are fulfilled to the wicked ſeed, in the Woes and 
Plagues, in judgment to the wicked ſeed, which was the firſt birth 
of death ſpoken of in the Scriptures, 

What is it that people look at ſo much? Ts it not at ſome lye 
and jeſts that be vain, or at old tories, and at vain light tricks, 
which the light airy ſpirit hath done, which Rirs up the light ſpirit 
in others to laughter ; and ſo vanity begetteth vanity, and lightneſs 
begetteth lightneſs; and ſuch work the light airy ſpirit doth to paſs 
avay his time, and with Playes, and Shews,Games, and Sports, and 
light vain Talk, among whom ſeriouſneſs and ſoberneſs hath no 
Place. 
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
